Roosevelt marshalled the full pow- | 
ers of the federal government to- | 
day to suppress “insurrection” de- | 
fense strikes and break the control | 
of “subversive” labor leaders. | 

Seizure by the army of more vital 
defense plants was expected if the | 
strikes continue to tie up their pro- 
duction. Officials expected such ac- 
tion at the Cleveland, O., plant of 
the Aluminum Company of Amer- 
ica unless work is resumed imme- 
diately. 

Congress is primed for some sort 
of legislative action to match the 
President’s moves. It seeks to re- 
move all legal doubts of his author- 
ity to take over struck plants, 

Local draft boards will begin re- 
considering selective service classi- 
fications of strikers in defense in- 
dustries and, if there are no other 
reasons for deferment, probably will 
place many of them in Class 1-A— 
available for immediate military 
service.
